The  eclectic  cast  worked  very  hard  to  master  the  de- 
manding singing  and  dancing  roles.  The  roles  involved 
not  only  being  able  to  sing  music  covering  an  enormous 
range,  but  being  able  to  dance  various  combinations  of 
ballet,  jazz,  and  tap. 

It  was  an  interesting  transformation  from  humans  to 
cats.

My  BH  Experience 

My  French-Canadian  heritage  was 
never  emphasized  when  I  was 
younger;  I  took  it  for  granted.  I  lived 
in  a  French  community  and  had  a 
French  family.  I  went  to  a  French 
school  and  had  French  teachers  and 
friends.  To  me,  English  was  a  lan- 
guage used  only  in  restaurants  and 
stores.  I,  like  many  children  in  my 
school,  learned  English  from  televi- 
sion. Sesame  Street  and  Romper 
Room  were  my  tutorials  until  formal 
teaching  of  the  language  began  at  my 
school,  Ecole  Lavalee,  in  the  third 
grade.  The  French  language  and 
French-Canadian  culture  were  my  en- 
tire life. 

When  I  arrived  at  Balmoral  Hall, 
I  found  oufhow  much  of  a  minority 
I  was.  I  did  not  know  of  a  single  fran- 
cophone among  my  classmates  and 
the  French  teachers  couldn't  tell  me 
of  a  single  francophone  student  they 
had  taught.  I  felt  almost  foreign. 
Every  person  I  spoke  to  was  amazed 
at  my  fluency  in  a  "foreign"  language 
and  my  lack  of  a  noticeable  accent. 
Until  I  stipulated  my  birth-place  as 
Saint-Boniface,  people  either  assumed 
I  was  from  France  or  Quebec.  How 


could  a  French  girl  with  an  unpro- 
nounceable name  be  born  in  Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba?  Suddenly, 
instead  of  feeling  like  part  of  a 
community  of  people  with  similar 
backgrounds,  cultures,  and  beliefs, 
I  felt  like  I  was  an  oddity:  a  rare 
individual  with  an  odd  attachment 
to  an  old  church  (in  one  class,  a 
student  even  asked  if  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  still  existed)  who 
spoke  a  "foreign"  language.  I  mar- 
veled at  their  amazement.  I  had 
always  been  taught  that  the  French 
were  the  founders  of  Canada.  My 
mother's  family  had  arrived  in 
New  France  in  the  seventeenth 
century.  I  was  far  less  foreign  than 
the  people  who  were  impressed 
by  my  bilingualism. 

I  was  a  bit  confused  to  say  the 
least,  but  I  began  to  realize  that 
French-Canada  outside  of  Quebec 
is  slowly  being  swallowed  up.  My 
culture  is  slipping  away.  Not  only 
is  it  slipping  away,  but  it  is  under 
seige  in  Western  Canada.  The  Re- 
form Party  wants  to  repeal  bilin- 
gualism and  slowly  get  rid  of 
immersion  schools.  A  special 
school   division  was  created  in 


Manitoba  in  an  attempt  to  preserve 
French  education.  Schools  like  my 
own  were  money-starved  by  Eng- 
lish school  divisions. 

I  realized  exactly  how  grave  the 
situation  was  when  I  saw  a  discus- 
sion on  television  about  Quebec 
separation  and  the  fate  of  the 
French  people  in  the  rest  of  Can- 
ada afterwards.  A  man  said  that 
the  French  people  outside  of  Que- 
bec should  be  deported  to  Quebec 
and  that  French  education  and  bi- 
lingualism should  be  abolished  in 
the  rest  of  Canada.  I  felt  I  had  just 
as  much  right,  if  not  more,  to  be 
here  than  this  man  did:  His  par- 
ents had  immigrated  here  in  the 
mid-twentieth  century.  My 
mother's  family  had  left  Quebec 
at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  My  father's  family  had 
never  even  set  foot  in  Quebec  but 
had  come  directly  to  Saint-Norbert 
in  the  mid-nineteenth  century  from 
Northern  France.  My  great- 
grandmother's  uncle  was  Louis 
Riel.  My  culture's  contributions 
to  Canada  as  we  know  it  are  un- 
deniable yet  overlooked. 


My  Balmoral  Hall  experience 
has  shown  me  how  my  cultural 
identity  is  in  danger.  Unfortu-i 
nately,  assimilation,  even  if  only 
partial,  is  inevitable.  I  speak  and 
have  mastered  the  English  lan-i 
guage  even  though  it  is  just  as 
much  a  second  language  to  me  as 
French  is  to  English  students.  1 
have  become  a  functioning  person 
in  English-Canadian  society.  My 
culture  and  ethnic  background  are 
fading. 

Every  time  I  forget  a  French 
word  and  can  only  remember  the 
English  counterpart,  my  heart 
tightens.  My  children  will  most 
likely  not  have  the  pure  French-I  - 
Canadian  identity  I  have  enjoyed. 
They  might  have  a  diverse  ethnic 
background  and  might  even  be 
torn  between  the  founding  cultures 
of  this  country.  I  can't  imagine  the; 
confusion  a  multicultural  back 
ground  would  have  caused  for  me

So,  Do  You  Like  Cheese? 

Recently,  quite  a  few  conversations  have  cen- 
tred around  the  topic  of  cheese.  Don't  ask  me 
why,  but  cheese  connoisseurs  have  been  com- 
ing out  of  the  woodwork  for  sometime.  Being 
somewhat  of  a  cheese  enthusiast  myself,  I've 
decided  to  fill  you  in  on  the  basics.  To  keep 
ahead  in  this  world,  you  have  to  stay  hip  to  the 
facts. 

Cheese  is  classified  by  texture,  taste,  cheese- 
making  method,  and  by  the  type  of  milk  used. 
The  first  type  of  cheeses  are  the  fresh  cheese, 
which  are  the  most  delicate.  They  are  simple, 
inexpensive  and  accessible.  They  are  always  soft 
and  spreadable,  and  are  often  used  in  cakes  and 
stuffings.  Some  fresh  cheeses  include  cottage 
cheese,  pot  cheese,  cream  cheese,  ricotta  and 
mozzarella. 

The  second  type  is  soft-ripened  cheese.  These 
originated  in  France  and  are  traditionally  eaten 
en  pieces  of  bland  bread  that  will  not  interfere 
with  their  taste.  The  most  common  soft-ripened 
cheeses  are  Brie  and  Camembert,  but  there  are 
also  some  Italian  rarities  such  as  Pazlietta  and 
Mario  Blanco. 

The  next,  and  most  versatile,  type  of  cheese 
is  the  semisoft.  These  are  firm  enough  to  slice, 
yet  still  soft  and  buttery.  This  group  includes 
some  of  the  world's  finest  cheeses:  Gouda, 
Edam,  Tilsit,  Port-Salut.  Semisoft  cheeses  are 
often  coated  with  wax  or  rubbed  with  oil  to  pre- 
vent them  from  losing  moisture  and  becoming 
firm. 

The  most  common  North  American  cheese  is 
Cheddar.  It  is  in  fact  a  semisoft  cheese,  but  there 
are  so  many  varieties  that  it  has  been  given  a 
group  of  its  own.  Cheddar  cheese  originated  in 
England  where  each  region  had  its  own  distinc- 
tive variety.  Canada  is  renowned  for  its  high 
quality  Black  Diamond  Cheddar,  although  the 
cost  often  drives  people  to  the  less  expensive 
generic  Cheddars. 

There  are  many  more  varieties  of  cheeses,  but 
unfortunately  my  knowledge  does  have  its  limits.

Convocation  Speaker's  Address 

Good  morning,  and  let  me  begin  by  congratulating  those  of  you  whom  we  are  here  to  recognize.  I  say  without  reservation,  that 
everyone  in  this  church  would  like  to  be  in  your  place  today.  Even  as  you  sit  here,  you  are  being  envied,  and  that  envy  comes  from 
knowing  that  today  you  begin  an  exciting  and  challenging  new  phase  of  your  life.  You  are  being  asked  to  take  what  you've  been 
taught,  by  parents  and  educators,  and  through  your  own  personal  experiences  to  this  point,  and  use  that  knowledge  to  help  guide 
you  as  you  define  what  comes  next. 

And  make  no  mistake,  you  get  to  decide. 

As  the  person  who  delivers  the  news  every  night,  I  know  very  well  what  you  may  have  heard:  that  young  people  all  over  the 
country  are  concerned  about  limited  opportunities.  But,  what  has  been  true  in  the  past  is  true  today:  that  with  few  exceptions,  hard 
work,  determination,  and  enthusiasm  are  rewarded. 

When  I  was  beginning  to  set  out  on  my  career,  I  received  some  sage  and  sound  advice  about  finding  opportunities.  I  was  told 
that  too  many  people  wait  for  their  ship  to  come  in,  and  lament  when  nothing  happens.  But,  your  ship  will  only  come  in  if  you 
first  send  ships  out.  That  is  to  say,  that  it  is  incumbent  on  you  to  make  opportunities  happen,  to  create  choices.  Don't  let  perceived 
barriers  get  in  your  way.  It  is  possible  to  design  a  life  that  suits  you. 

I  don't  want  to  add  to  the  pressure  you  might  already  be  feeling  to  accomplish  goals,  even  to  the  task  of  setting  goals  which  can 
be  just  as  difficult.  But,  what  you  decide  will  help  to  shape  the  world  for  the  other  young  women  here  today,  who  in  a  few  short 
years,  will  be  in  your  seats.  Each  of  us,  for  better  or  worse,  contributes  to  society.  And  there's  nothing  that  any  of  us  really  want 
more  at  the  end  of  our  lives  than  to  look  back  and  point  to  something,  an  act,  a  speech,  that  made  the  world  better  for  the  people 
who  came  behind  us.  That  act,  that  contribution  is  actually  what  we  do  every  day,  and  it's  worth  bearing  in  mind  when  we  chart 
our  course.  Are  the  decisions  we  make  examples  we  are  prepared  to  defend? 

I  had  a  conversation  with  a  close  friend  the  other  day,  who  lamented  that  some  days  she  wishes  the  clock  was  turned  back  one 
hundred  years,  to  a  time  when  there  were  fewer  decisions  to  make  every  day.  For  most  women,  the  roles  were  pretty  clearly  defined. 
And  I  jokingly  agreed.  But,  truthfully,  neither  of  us  would  trade  the  lives  we  have  today.  And  even  more  truthfully,  if  it  were  possible, 
we'd  love  to  be  your  age,  at  your  place  in  your  life,  getting  set  to  make  a  run  at  it. 

In  conversations  that  I've  had  with  your  teachers  and  administrators  leading  up  to  today,  I've  heard  that  you've  already  impressed 
your  style  on  this  ceremony:  forgoing  a  dress,  in  favour  of  a  gown.  It's  proof  that  you're  prepared  to  make  decisions  that  give  you 
the  fullest  from  each  moment. 

Remember  that  as  you  leave  here  today:  that  it's  always  possible  to  marry  tradition  with  evolving  ideas,  and  come  up  with  a  result 
that  moves  you  a  little  further  ahead.
